NARRATIVE of this School was 

j fi publifhed in the Year 1763. In 
k- which may be feen the original 
iSW#8 E)ehgn, Rife, and Progrefs of it 
from its Beginning to Nov. 27th, 
1762; together with the Grounds andReafons 
for profecuting the Plan which has hitherto 
been purfued ; and which, by the Smiles of 
Heaven, has been remarkably fucceeded. The 
following Pages arc defigned to exhibit to the 
Reader, the State of (aid School from the a- 
bove Date to September 3d, 1765 ; by which 
may appear to the impartial and candid Rea¬ 
der, the lingular Smiles of Divine Providence, 
by which it has been hitherto fupported, and 
the encouraging Profpedts of it’s future and 
extenfive Ufefulnefs. 

A 2 ^vguft 
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Auguft ifl, 1762, Mr. ^ames Leflej began 
to teach this School. And by the generous 
Donation of his painful Labours for almoft 9 
Months ; and of the Reverend Mr. Charles 
Jeffry Smith for about 3 Months ; and about 
*6 Weeks of another young Gentleman, (who 
chufes to be namelefs ;) it was kept in the beft 
Manner from the above mentioned Date 'til 
September 17th, 1763, free from any other 
Coft for Tuition, than the Mahers Board, and 
a few Months Horfe-keeping. And the whole 
of my Difburfements from November 27th, 
1762, to November 27th, 17 ^ 3 ? (including 
part of Mr. Support at College ; and 

the fitting out and Support of Samuel AJhpo in 
his Ihort Miffioii of about fix Weeks to Jetiin- 
go, from whence he was obliged to retreat, 
on account of the Rupture of the Nations 
round about, with the EngHJh, after preaching 
to them 10 Days) I fay, the whole Amount, 
charged at the Rates 1 mentioned in my for¬

March 12th, 176^, the Board of Correfpondents met to exa¬ 
mine Mr. TiVa/ Smith aad Mr. Theophilus Chamberlain, of their 
Qualifications for Milltonarics ; and approved them. And alfo 
examined and approved David Few/er, a Montauk Indian, and 
Jofeph Woolley and Hezekiah Calvin, Delanuares, for Schoolma- 
flers among the Indians. They alfo examined Jacob Fonuler, a 
Montauk, Mofet, Johannes, Abraham Primus, Abraham Secuu' 
dus, Peter, Mehaiuks ; and approved them aswellaccom- 
pliflicd for Schoolmaficrs, excepting their Want of Age ; and 
therefore appointed them to ferve in the Capacity of Ulhers, un- 
dcr the Ditcaion and Condmft of the Miffionarics. 

The Miflionaries were ordained April 24th—at which Time 
wc had not one Penny in Stock to fupport the great Charge of ex¬ 
ecuting the Plan we had lain, as may appear by the Account con- 
nedled herewith ; nor any where to look or depend for the fame, 
but upon him who difpofes the Hearts of Men as he picafes, to 
accoroplifli his own Defigns, The Miflionarics and Schoolraafters 
were cfoathed, and furnilhed with four Horfes, Furniture, &c. 
See. &c. with all convenient Speed ; and had no Occafion to wait 
one Day to be furnifhed with a prefent Supply of Money for the 
Support of their feveral Millions ; and all fat out, viz. David 
f&viler on the 29th of April —Mclficurs Smith and Chamberlain 
on the 19th of June —and, on the 25th of the fame, the Reft of 
the Schoolmafters followed them (excepting Jacob Feosiler who 
was detained with a View, if God ftiould open a Door for it, to 
accompany an Englilh Youth to a yet more remote Tribe, to learn 
their Language, and fit for a Million among them) and carried 
with them fome prefent Supply for Mr. Kirtland. 

This Board of CorrcfpQodcnts in the Colony of Conne£licut, 
commilfioncd for Indian Affairs by the honorable Society in Scot¬ 
land for propagating Chriftian Knowledge, was formed July 4th, 
X764.

About £.26 .—^lawful Money of the Dona¬ 
tions mentioned in the foregoing Account, 
has not yet come into my Hands, though it 
be well fecured ; which, with what has 
been taken up upon my Credit, and not bro’t 
into the foregoingAccount, becaufe the Sums 
cannot yet be precifely known, being at a 
great Diftance, do more than equal the Bal- 
lance mentioned in Page 10, as due from me ’ 
to the School: fo that there is at prefent no¬ 
thing in Stock, more than the fmall Supply for 
a few Months which the MifUonaries have 
“With them, to fupport all the Expence of three 
Miflionaries, one Interpreter, and eight School- 
Mailers, in the Wildernefs,at the Diftance of 
three, four, and five hundred Miles from' 
hence ; befides what muft be done for the 
Afliftance of Mr. Occum^ who has a Wife and 
7 Children. ■ • 

The MifUonaries and School-Mafters being 
authorized by the Board of Correfpondents, 
fat out as before-mentioned ; Mx, Smith for 
Ondhokwage, agreeable to theDeflre of the In¬ 
dians there, which they fent in Writing to this; 
Board March izth, by good Teter (other- 
wife called Gwedelhes Mgwirondongivas) their 
Meftenger. This Place is on Sufquehanna-Ri- 
very where feveral Miftionaries have hereto¬ 
fore been ; and efpecially the Rev. Mr. Haw¬ 
ley, who laboured among them for feveral 
Years, with good Evidences of the faving Ef¬ 
fects of his Labours, in feveral Inftances.—• 

To 
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To this Party the Rev. Mr. Forbes and Mr. 
Rice were fent by the Honorable corref^pon- 
eiins Scotch Coramiffioners in Bofton, and ga¬ 
thered a Church confifting of 12 or 14 Mem¬ 
bers in 1762. But the lattSpring the Famine 
prevailed in that Place before Mr. Smith could 
set there, fo that the Indians were obliged to 
remove and difperfe, in order to get a living, 
’til their Corn Ihould be fit to eat. And ac¬ 
cordingly, Mr. Smith, with Mr. Gunn his In¬ 
terpreter, went to the largeft Party of them, 
who were for the prefent fet down by the 
|:.ake Ut/age, at the Head of Sufquehanna-Ri- 
•ver ; where he put Mojes, one of the afore¬ 
mentioned Mohawk Boys, into a fmall School, 
inftead of Jofeph Woolley who was appointed 
School-mafter to that Tribe, but was then Tick 
iii Cherry-Valley. The Account of this School 
I give in the Words of Mr. Smith's Letter, da¬ 
ted atfaidLake, Augufl 3d 1765.-‘‘l am 

“ every Pay diverted and pleafed with a View 
“ of Mofes and his School ; as I can fit in 
“ my Study, and fee him and all his Scholars 
“ at any Time, the School-Houfe being 110- 
“ thing but an open Barrack. And I am 
“ mufch pleafed to fee 8, 10, or 12, and fome- 
“ times more Scholars fitting round their Bark 
“ Table, fome Reading, fome Writing, * and 
“ others a Studying ; and all engaged, to ap- 

pcarance, with as much Serioufnefs and At- 

“ tendon 

* We have found it ufcful to put them to Writing as fooo as 
they can fpcil. . . . ^ 
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tention as you will fee in almofl any wor- 
“ fhipping Affembly : and Mojes at the Head 
“ of them with theGravity of a Divine of Fif- 
“ ty or Threefcore. How agreeable fuch a 
“ Sight would be to you, is not hard toguefs! 

I expe6l this School will be much larger 
“ when it comes to Onohokwage, as there are 
“ but a few here, and many of thofe that are, 
*• upon the Account of the prefent Scarcity, 
are obliged to employ their Children. The 
“ School at Onohokwage willdoubtlefs be large 
'lough for Jofeph and Mofis both.”—• 
fofeph U'oolley lived with this Party of In¬ 
ins at Onohokwage laO: Winter, in order to 
\ch their Children, and learn their Lan- 
<age. But there were not many of them in- 
' niied to fend their Children to learn Englifh. 
i'he Chief Sachem faid, they might learn 
iiough in Indian ; which Notion, I fuppole, 
he and that Party imbibed from fome w^hite 
People who had been there. But after Teters 
return to thei^ from hence in the Spring, they 
feemed unanimoufly inclined to have an Eng- 
lilh School fet up ; and are much engaged to 
introduce Agriculture among them, and have 
lately petitioned earneftly to be alhfted there¬ 
in by the EngUfi^ and defire to have Mills 
built, and a Blackfmith fettled v/ith them, and 
fo many of the Englijh to fettle among them, 
as fhall be neceffary to inftrud them in thefe 
Affairs. They promife they will obferve and 
pbey to their utmofl, all the Advice and In- 

flrucfion feat them by Teter lafl Spring.- 

They 
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• They have promifed to baild a Houfe for Jo- 
feph Woolley, and help him fence fome Lands 
for Tillage, and for keeping Cows, &c. and 
to do all on their Part, and within their Power, 
to enable him to govern and teach their 
dren. And I hope foon to hear, that he and 
Mofes are fettled in a large School at thatPIace. 
This is a remarkable Alteration in their Dif- 
pofition. The like alfo, David Fon/Ier informs 
me, appears in the Indians at Oneida^ about 
a hundred Miles didant from thence. 

Mr. Chamberlain, after he had fettled feveral 
IndianBoys in Schools in feveral IndianTowns 
in the Mohawk Country j Viz. Hezekiah Calvin 
in a School of 24 Scholars, Mbraham Trimus 
in one of 16, and Abraham Secundus in one of 
II ; was about to go with the Onei.daeSy oil 
their return to their Country, which they alfo 
had been obliged to leave, on account of the 
Famine there. At that Place he purpofed to 
fpend the mod of his Time this Year; and 
idkQs'Johannes with him for his Interpreter, who 
has hitherto ferved him in thatCapacity; and at 
proper Seafons to vifit the Schools which he 
has ereded. 

David Fowler met with a kind Reception 
among the Indians at Oneida ; and fet up a 
School among them in May, confiding of 26 
Scholars, and continued in it fome Weeks. 
He alfo taught a finging School, in which the 
Indians made great Proficiency, and had lear¬ 
ned well to carry three Parts to feveral Tunes. 

They 
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They promifed to build him a Hoiife, and be¬ 
gan to prepare Materials, ( i.e. HemlockBark ) 
to build it. They alfo promifed him a free 
Ufe and Improvement of their Lands, and to 
afTifi: him in clearing and fencing them ; and 
were many ways exerting themfelves to fet 
up Hufbandry, and defired him to inftrud 
them therein. But by reafon of the Famine 
which prevailed among them, they were o- 
bliged to remove with theirChildren ’til their 
Corn fhould be fit to eat ; and defired Diivid 
to come down to New-England, and procure 
a Carpenter, who might be able to build them 
Houfes, make Ploughs, Carriages, &c. for 
them ; and defired he would return to them 
when they fhould be able to fubfift in their 
Country; which he has alfo done. They 
alfo promifed to fend theirChildren to School, 
and fuitably encourage him in governing 
them, &c. He yet finds difficulty in commu¬ 
nicating to them the Things of Religion, not 
being fufficiently Mafter of their Language, 
and having no fkilful Interpreter with him. 
But he hopes this will be foon remedied by his 
becoming compleat Mafter of their Tongue. 

Mr. Kirtlandy who went among that favage 
and brutifh Tribe, the Senecas, laftFall, foon 
after theP^ace was fettled with them, to learn 
their Language, and fit himfclf, and prepare 
the Way for a Miffion among them, was o- 
bliged, on account of the Famine which pre¬ 
vailed 
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viiled in that Country, to come to Mohawk- 
River, two Hundred Miles, laft June, for Sup¬ 
plies ; and brought with him 13 Wa Boys, 
io affift him in carrying his Provifions to that 
Country. Soon after they came down, 12 oi 
the Boys were taken fick with a Dyfentery, 
and lour of them died. The reft recovered, 
and are returned with Mr. Ktrtland.^ 

Mr. Kirtknd has furprifingly inlinuated 
himfelf into theirAffedlion and Efteeni. Their 
Tealoufiesof him, which at firft were v'ery 
ftrong, are now removed. They are fond of 
his continuing with them; and he hoped, loon 
on his return to them, to be able to fet up a 
large School among them. And as foon as 
he is become fufHciently Mafter of their Lan¬ 
guage, they exped to hear great Things from 
hirm And if God fliall mercifully preferve 
this Youth to accomplifh the Plan laid for 
him, on which there has evideritly been the 
Smiles of Heaven hitherto, it will perhaps be 
elleemed, when it fhall be fully known in all 
the Circmnftanees of it, to have been as ex¬ 
traordinary an Undertaking of this kind, as 
has ever been in this Land. 

His .Excellency Sir William Johnson, 
(whofe Underftandingand Influence in Indian 
Affairs, is, I luppofe, greater than any other 
Man’s, and for whole indefatigable and fuc- 
cefsful Labours to fettle and lecure a Peace 
with the fevcral Tribes who have lately been 
at War with us, our Land and Nation arc, 
C under 
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under God, chiefly indebted ) has not been 
wanting in his Care and Endeavors for Mr. 
Kirtland's Safety and Ufefulnefs among them. 

But thefe AflTairs are many of them yet fo 
new, and my Diflance from the Miflionaries fo 
great, and no Poit to keep up a Correfpon- 
dence with them, that my Accounts at pre- 
fent mull: needs be very imperfedl : Nor am I 
yet able any further to afeertain the Number 
of Indian Children now at the feveral Schools 
in the Wildernefs. However, all Accounts I 
have 3^et received, agree, that there is an un^ 
ufnal Defire of Knowledge among thofe who 
have got a littleUnderftanding of Chriftianity; 
and a great Willingnefs, and, in many In- 
liances, a Defire to have theirChildren taught. 
—Their Jealoufies of the Englifh, feem more 
than ever to be removed.-—• Miflionaries and 
School-mafters are received and treated with 
more Rcfpe 61 : and Kindnefs than ufuah-—'And 
among fome Parties, fuch a Defire and En- 
gagednefs to introduce Agriculture, and de¬ 
pend upon that, inftead of rambling and 
hunting, for a Living, as has never been be¬ 
fore known : and a Motive hereto with many 
of them feems to be, that they and their Chil¬ 
dren may be in a better Capacity to receive 
Infl:ru( 5 lion, than is poflible while they are on 
their fifliing and hunting Marches hundreds 
of Miles together. 

And by the Way I would obferve, that if 
only here and there a Tribe were civilized, 

chriflianized. 
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chriftianized, and Hulbandry introduced a- 
mong them, what agreeable Waccs of Rptreat 
mishtthefe be foe our Miliionanes ! And 
what a Saving of the great Expence for their 
Support, which cannot be avoided, lo long 
as their Provifions are to be tranfported fuch 
a great Diftance ! Befidcs the many ufeiul In¬ 
telligences they will have from a Trijcilla and 
ylqtiila there, and many comforting and ani¬ 
mating Conliderations luggelled to encourage 
and ftrengthen them in theWork of theLord ! 
And I would humbly propofe to Confiderati- 
on, whether the Advantages we may expert 
hereby, will not be worth all the Coft and 
Pains that will be nccelTary to affifl: the poor 
Creatures to fet up Hulbandry, and give them 
all necelTary Inftruaion in the Pra^ice of it ? 
I conceive the necclTary Expence for this 
will not be vaf ly great. And when it is once 
introduced into a few Places, they ■will foon 
be able to affilt their Brethren, and fo carry 
the Pradice flill further into other Tribes. I 
doubt not, the Thoughts of Gentlemen ot 
Penetration, will at once fuggeft many and 
very great Advantages that may accrue to the 
general Delign hereby. 

And as DivineProvidence has always from 
the firfl prevented me with feafonableSupplies, 
before the Cafe .came to extremity, or to be 
at all diflrefling, however threatning the Ap¬ 
pearances have often been ; fo I would hope 
in the fame Fountain of Goodnefs to fupply 
C 2 thefe 
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thcfe growing NecefEties. And this I think 
we may do with the more Confidence, as we 
have endeavoured to go no farter in the Af¬ 
fair, than to obferve the Openings,and follow 
the plainefi: Didlates of Providence in every 
Step that has been taken. And hitherto fcarce 
a Step has been taken, but God has evidently 
made it to profper. If theCaufe beGod’s, and 
the Courfe we fleer right, it is fafe enough. 

But I would humbly propofe to Coiafidera- 
tion, whether as fwift a Progrefs of this Work 
as may be, is not likely to be attended with 
greater Succefs proportionable to theExpence, 
than a more leilurely Procedure ? wdiich will 
not have that Tendency to awaken their At¬ 
tention, convince their Conferences, and pro¬ 
voke them to Emulation ; and which will 
give the Adverfaries to it much more Oppor¬ 
tunity to embarrafs the Way. 

It feems to me, that the peculiar Circum- 
flance of the Newnefs of the Thing, and Re- 
folurion of God’s People to accomplifh it, and 
to do it by fuch Means and Endeavours, as 
mufl necellarily appear great and flrange to 
the Savages, is, in itfelf, likely to have great 
Force and Influence to make them hear atten¬ 
tively, and confider clpfely, the Nature, Im¬ 
portance, and Evidence of the Things fpoken 
TO them ; and to convince them effedually of 
the Sincerity of our Intentions towards them, 
while they fee our Practice to be fo agreeable 

to the vafl Importance of thcErrand on which 

we 
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^ve come to them. And while our End*- 
voursarc ufed, as they now aa-e, fo much by 
their own Sons, we have a great adduwnai 
Advantage to avoid the mifchievoiis Enhtts 
of thofe Jealonfies and Surpicions which they 
have fo long entertained, that,^ notwithltand- 
ing all onr Pretentions, there is a fecret Plot 
laid to get away their Lands, and make a Prey 


of them. 

The Number of Charity-Scholars now be* 
longing to this School, is eighteen ; bcfides 
thelfive Mohawk Boys before-mentioned, as 
employed in the Indian Country, who are 
expeded to return to the School next Winter. 
Eleven of thefe are Males, [ 5 Englifli and 6 
Indians] and feven Indian Females. Two of 
thefe Englifh and two Indian Boys, are de- 
ligned to be coupled, an Englifh and an Ii> 
dian, and to be fent into fome remote Tribes 
next Spring, if Providence (hall favour it, to 
learn their Languages, and prepare for a Mif- 
fion among them. 

I am daily expelling two more Delaware 
Boys, and one from Narrdganfet ; and before 
Winter, if they may be wellchofen, a Num¬ 
ber from the Six Nations^ among which is the 
.Grandfon to the Onondaga Sachem. And I 
have thePleafure of thinking, that theBoys I 
have, are in general, very promifing. 

It was generally thought, before I had a- 
ny Boys from the Mohawk Couvilxy^ that nei¬ 
ther the Parents could be perfuaded to fend, 

nor 
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nor their Children to come to School, at fuch 
a great Diftance. And the firft three who 
came, appeared to come with great Caution 
and Fear-—brought each of them an Horfe 
with them, prepared to return in hafte, if 
there fhould be occafion. But fo great is the 
Alteration in this Refpecd:, that the Difficulty 
now is notin procuring what Number I pleafe; 
but in obtaining fuch as are promifing, and 
fuch as are, on account of their Families, of 
greateft Importance to their Tribes. 

I would take thisOpportunity to renew my 
Thanks to the kind Benefadors of this School, 
for thofe generous Benefadions, by which it 
has, through the Divine Bleffing, continued 
to this Time. And defire the Continuance of 
their fervent Supplications at the Throne of 
Divine Grace, for all that Light, Diredion, 
and Affifiance, which fhall be ncccffary, for 
all thofe who are any way adively concerned 
in promoting the important Defign ; and for 
that Bleffing of God upon all Endeavours, 
without which the befl Plans, and moft vigo¬ 
rous Efforts to put them in Execution, will 
be to no Purpofe. And I perfwade myfelf, 
that the growing Profpeds of Snccefs, will be 
a further and very flrong Inducement to that 
Liberality, which will bear Proportion to the 
great Expences neceffary therein. And efpe- 
cially if it be confidered, that thefe 3^oung 
Gentlemen who are employed in thisBufinefs, 

and 
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»ndarc expofed to all theHardlhips and Dan- 
Ss of the Wildernefs, without any cotnfort- 
K e Habitation, or any Accommodations to 
Sdube thePleafures of the natural or foetal 
Life "have entered upon this Service, noc 
th ough any NecefTity, or want of any lucra- 
ive and honorable Ports they might defire a- 
nioiw their Brethren; but only to ferve the 
great Defigns of advancing the Kingdom of 
fhe Redeemer, and the Salvation of the Souls 
of Men. And they afk for, and defire no o- 
ther Reward for all their Service, but to be 
fupported while they are employed in it. 
And I am perfwaded,that the Accounts them- 
felves of their Expences, when Time (hall 
give an Opportunity to fet them in a true 
Light, will be fufficieiit Evidence of their 
Prudence and Frugality.

An A P P E N D I X. 

Lebanon, 0 ^. ii. 17^5. 
The Reverend Mr. Chamberlain returned from hIS 
Mifiion among the Six Nations, laft P'riday, (accompa- 
ried by two Oneyada Boys, for this School) to procure 
another Miffionary for one of the Places where he has 
been preaching among the Mohawks and Oneyadas ; 
and to get Recruits and Supplies of Neceffaries for the 
Winter, for himfelf and the Schoolmaftcrs, who defign 
to winter with the Indians. 

He informs me, that the Indian Schoolmaftcrs have, 
in general, conduced very well : are received chcar- 
fuliy, "and treated kindly ; and that there are now ia 
their feveral Schools, 127 Children ; and that he had 
provided another School of upwards of 20 Children 
more, for Peter ; but he was taken fick, and could 
not enter into it—which is ready for him, or another, 
next Spring. 

Mr. Chamberlain alfo informs me, that be has lately 
made a Tour among thtOnondagas (accompanied with 
Delegates from i\\e: Mohawks znd Oneyadas) and prea¬ 
ched to them,where never any Miffionary had been be¬ 
fore. That the Reprefentative of that whole Tribe, 
told him, after a Confultation of two Days among 
themfclves, that they were all agreed to receive Chrif- 
tianity, and would have him be cafy in bis Mind, and 
know, that from that Day they Ihould be glad to be 
inftruded •, and defired him to tarry and preach to 
them. And when he left them he told them he would 
do his Endeavour that a Miniftcr fhould bsTent t» 
them next Spring.
